HIKE APROVED 


WASHINGTON - The House 
Armed Services Committee unani- 
mously approved a biii this week 
providing $207 milion in pay 
raises for all members of thé 
armed services except ` enlisted 
men with less than two years of 
service. It would be the second 
military pay raise in a year. 

The exclusion of new enlisted 
men from the raise stirred the 
only controversy in the committee. 
Rep. Richard S. Schweiker, R-Pa., 
and others demanded that these 
men be included. i 

Schweiker, who said these men 
were living in poverty, proposed 
an amendment to give them a pay 
boost, too, but the committee kill- 
ed it on a 21-9 vote. 

The committee’s unanimous 
action in approving the whole bill 
virtually guaranteed most service- 
men a pay raise by Sept. 1. 

The bill is identical to one pass- 
ed recently by the Senate, and 
Rep. Carl Vinson, D-Ga., chałr- 
man of the House Armed Services 
Committee, plans to bring it up on 
the floor next week. 

PAY RAISE 

The pay raise would reach ser- 
vicemen on the first day of the 
month after the day that the 
President signs the bill. So, if | 


in August, the fatter pay checks 
start coming Sept. 1. 

This also would mean that most 
servicemen would reœive their 
second pay incrèase in less than 
a year. Congress passed a $1.2 
billion pay raise last year. It be- 
gan’ Oct. 1. .
